The Wlysian Park Murder 
Trial 


CASSULLO TELLS HIS STORY, 


Clayton White’s Habeas Corpus Pro- 
ceedings Before Judge McKin- 
ley—His Argument in the 
Case—New Cases. 


The trial of George Cassullo, charged 
with the murder of Manuel Valergo 
near Elysian Park, May 7th, was re- 
sumed yesterday and occupied the day 
without a final result. For a murder 
trial it has been one of the most unin- 
teresting that has been tried for a long 
time. The evidence nearly all comes 
through an interpreter, and the patois 
of the different witnesses is such that 
it has been difficult for the clear state- 
ment of the evidence introduced, al- 
though Mr. Rangan, the interpreter, 
struggled valiantly and perspiringly 
with the witnesses. 

The prosecution closed its case by 
noon, introducing Pietro Gracin, F. 
Richine, John Garibaldi, G. Bacciga- 
lupi, M. Valencia, W. A. Bosqui and 
Frank Paglioso. These witnesses re- 
lated about the same story as that 
given heretofore on the trial as to the 
circumstances of the tragedy and the 
defendant’s subsequent arrest. 

When the defense came to introduce 
evidence Messrs. Shinn and Ling sur- 

rised every one by only introducing 
our witnesses. They were J. A. Ran- 
gan, Henry Henderson, T. H. McAlilis- 
ter and the defendant. ) 

All save the defendant were upon 
collateral matters, and the defense 
contented itself with the story of 
George Cassullo, very briefly given, 
and strange to say, bis cross-examina- 
tion consisted of only three or fonr 
1 His testimony was as fol- 
ows: 

“I live at Elsian Park. I am 24 years 
old. I have livedin Los Angeles go- 
ing on ten years. I went to Manuel 
Valergo’s house about dusk the even- 
ing of the 7th of May. It was about 6 
o’clock or after. o de Maria went 
up with me. We went to pass an 
hour’s time. I used to go over there. 
He was a good friend ot mine. I read 
the papers awhile, and Manuel said 
he guessed he would go to bed. 
Then I told him I guessed we would 
go home. I told Manuel I wanted to 
see him. He went out with me, aud 1 
asked him why he told Jo I wanted 
tosell him some wine. He said he 
had not said so, and for me to call Jo 
out. I said no; that I didn’t want any 
trouble. But he called Jo out, aad 
asked him what he had said that for. 
Josaid he had said it, and Manuel 
called him a d——n liar, and struck 
him. Jostruck back at him, and I 
got in between them. Jo hit mea 
blow in the face with his fist. 

„Then Manuel went and picked up 

a club and went after Jo. I walked 
22 off, and the last I heard was 
Manuel saying, Well, I suppose you 
are satisfied, now you ‘have broken m 
leg. I went along and thatis all 
know about it. I did not strike 
Manuel with a knife. We were not 
enemies, but were terrible good 
friends.”’ 

#Ou cross-examination the defendant 
said they bought gra and made 
wine at his home. He went away 
because he saw them fighting and did 
not wish to get inte any trouble. 

“Tam not in the habit of carrying 
a weapon,“ continued the defendant. 

The prosecution did not ask the de- 
fendant any more questions, and the 
defense announced that it closed. 

The prosecution then put on several 
character witnesses, with the design 
of establishing a bad character for the 
defendant. veral of them were not 
allowed to testify, as they did not 
develop the requisite amount of in- 
formation. The testimony being 
closed, the arguments in the case were 
continued until Monday morning, and 
the jury was allowed to separate until 
that time. It is not regarded that the 
prosecution has made out a very — 
case against the defendant. 

_ CLAYTON WHITE’S CASE, 

Clayton White had his innings in 
Department No. 6 of the Superior 
Court yesterday, when his hearing came 
off upon the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, by which he seeks to get on the 


Ly outside of the bars of the County 


Jail. He talked and talked about the 
great injustice which had been done 
him in his preliminary examination, 
and took the position that his wife has 
greatly exaggerated the injuries she 
received at his hands; that she, in fact, 
fell down and hurt herself, and that if 
the Court knew his motives it would 
not say that he bad any intent to mur- 
der his wife and the mother of his 
children, His address was tinged with 
incoherence, and seeking in technicali- 
ties a release from the County Jail. 
He had the bad taste to say that his 
little boy’s evidence was given pai- 
tially under the influence of his wife, 
and finally requested the Court to set a 
precedent and preserve the palladium 
of our liberties by releasing him. He 
insisted upon the Court reading cer- 
tain depositions in his case, and the 
matter was taken under advisement 
by Judge McKinley until Monday 
morning, White going back to jail to 
await the decision.

Quite a sensation was created yester- 
day by the receipt in this city of a 
curious order reinstating Col. W. H. 
H. Russell of the Seventh Regiment, 
N.G.C. It was talked around among 
the boys, and they could not make 
much head nor tail to it, except that 
Col. Russell was reinstated, and then 
directed to hand in his request to be 
retired.

K aside the verdict, but he finds that the

the specification mentioned was altered by 
the court when in secret session by striking

The alteration of the specification at that

"EX-SENATOR MACLAY. 


His Death at San Fernando 
Yesterday. 


A BRIEF SKETCH OF HIS LIFE 


What He Did for Southern Callfor- 
nia—The Establishment and E 
dowment of Maclay College— 
The Funeral Today. 


Yesterday at noon ex-State Senator 
Charles Maclay died at his residence at 
San Ferpando, surrounded by his fam- 
ily. Mr. Maclay had been in poor 
health for over a year, and his * 
was expected at any time. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Mr. Maclay was born in Concord, 
Franklin county, Pa., November 9, 
1822. Just after leaving college in 
1844, Mr. Maclay joined the Baltimore 
conference of the M. E. Church, and 
was appointed agent for Dickinson 
Seminary of Williamsport, Pa. He 
soon became quite a uoted revivalist, 
and in 1851 he came to California in 
that capacity, and after preaching at 
various points in the northern part of 
the State, he settled in San Francisca. 

In 1861 he was elected to the State 
Legisiature on the Republican ticket, 
and in 1862 he was reélected by a 
large majority. From 1864 to 1868 he 
was State Senator, serving two full 
terms. During President Lincoln’s 
second term he was placed on the State 
electoral ticket. It was mainly 
through his efforts that the California 
Christian Advocate was established, 
and he was present in the conference 
of the M. E. Cuurch, which was held 
— a private residence in Sao Fran- 
cisao. 

During his residence he built the 
first Protestant church in Santa Clara, 

and was elected a trustee of the first 
college on the coast. 

In 1873 he moved to Southern Cali- 
farnia and settled near Los Angeles 

In 1885 he established and endowed 
the Maciay College at San Fernando, 
where he resided at the time of his 
death. He was a member of the board 
of directors of the University of South- 
ern California, and also a trustee. He 
has always taken a deep interest in 
educational matters, and had been a 
large contributor to all funds for that 
purpose. He was a public speaker of 
considerable power, and was noted all 
over the State for his determination to 
succeed at anything that came under 
his management. 

Senator Maclay comes from an old 
Scotch family, dating back to 1610. 
His family came to America ina very 
early day, and have been noted men 
down the line to the present time. 
William Maclgy was elected to the 
United States Senate in-1789, during 
Washington’s term. All of the Mac- 
lays were noted statesmen, jurists or 
army officers, and this name appears 
quite often in the history of this coun-

The Name of Hervey Lindley At- 
tached to the Instrument—Argu- 
ment Before Justice Aus- 
tin in the Matter of Ball. 


Another charge of forgery was yes. 
terday lodged against Hon. J. M. Dam- 
ron, Making three in all up to date. 
The complaint in the last case is 
sworn to by W. M. Sheldon, who 
charges Damron with having forged 
the name of Henry Lindley to the fol- 
lowing promissory note: 

(Cal.,) June 7, 1890, 


Sixty days after date, for value received, 
re promise to pay California Loan and 
Frust Company, or order, at its office in 
Los Angeles, Cal., the sum of one 
hundred and fifty dollars, with interest at 
6 rate of 1 per cent. per month from 
maturity until paid, irterest payable 
onthly, and if such interest is pot so paid, 
be compounded monthly by being added 
the principal, becoming a part thereof, 
d bearing the same rate of interest 
the principal; and should the interest 
be paid monthly, then the whole 
m of principal and interest shall become 
mediately due and payable at the option 
of the holder of this note, Should suit be 
commenced to enforce the payment of this 
note, we agree to pay an additional sum of 
10 per cent. on principal as attorney’s fees 
in such suit. Principal and interest pay- 
ablein gold coin of the United States.

No. 1209, HERVEY LINDLEY. 

This is the note which, it is claimed, 
was taken up by the attorney, Horton, 
a short time before Damron’s arrest, 
and which figured in the Lock wood ex- 
amination. 

The complaint was sworn out before 
Justice Austin about noon, who issued 
a warrant for Damron’s arrest, which 
was given to Officer Sanchez to serv, 
who found Damron on Temple stree 
and took him tothe station, where he 
was booked, after which he was taken 
up to Justice Austin’s courtroom. 

THE QUESTION OF BAIL. 

Court commenced at 1:30 o’clock, and 
as soon Justice Austin took his seat 
Damron stated that he wished to make 
‘a few remarks in regard to fixing bail 

the present case. He said that, as 
he had already given bond in the other 
cases, amounting to $2900, and 
shown no disposition to run away or 
put himself beyond the jurisdiction of 
the court, he asked that the bail be 
fixed as low as possible, as under the 
circumstances he did not know that he 
could give it, and he asked it as a mat- 
ter of justice that he be given his lib- 


erty in order that he might prepare | in Indi 
for his examination, which takes place | 


on Monday. 

Mr. Damron was very moderate in 
his tone, and showed no signs of ex- 
citement. There were but few persons 
in the room at the time, but while 
Damron was speaking, J. S. Chadwick, 
Justice wood and several other of 
his friends came in and took seats be- 
hind the rail. 

Justice Austin listened patiently to 

Damron’s argument, and when he 

concluded, merely remarked that he 

would defer fixing the amount of the

tention to the fact, and intimated that 
he would like to proceed. Mr. Diehl 
stated that he knew nothing about the 
case, when Justice Austin remarked 
that he would await the arrival of Mr. 
Hardesty, who had drawn the com- 
plaint, and who had been sent for. 
- Mr. Hardesty came in afew minutes 
later, when Justice Austin asked Dam- 
ron to repeat his statement in regard 
to bail, which he did, saying that all 
he desired was fair treatment at the 
hands of the Court, and that he be al- 
lowed his liberty to prepare for his de- 
fense. Mr. Damron spoke at some 
length, and his argument was a really 
one, as a purely oratorical effort. 
MR. HARDESTY’S ARGUMENT. 
M. Hardesty, in reply, stated that 
he did not think that Mr. Damron had 
any grounds for complaint on the 
nee of fair treatment, as he had 
n mildly dealt with. The crime of 
forgery was a serious one. The penalty 
was from one to fourteen years impris- 
onment, and in this view of the case 
the bail of $1000 in each case was a low 
one. Mr. Damron had been a promi- 
nent flgüre in the community, and it 
was all bosh for him to talk about ex- 
cessive bail. The Court had no right 
to consider Damron in any other light 
than as a prisoner before the bar, aud 
he therefore asked that bail be fixed at 
He might with propriety ask 
that the amount be made larger, but 
he had no desire to work a hard- 
ship on Damron; all he wanted 
was the fixed at such an 
amount as would insure bis 
esence when he was wanted. Mr. 
amron was, he said, in a very serious 
2 in which temptation was. 
iable to affect him. He had never 
been in such a position himself, but 
he thought if he ever should bo, it 
would affect him. The bond he 
was now under was ipadequate, 
and one of his bondsmen, J. 
Marion Brooks, had refused to qual- 
ify when notified to come into court to 
do so. Why, all this tulk about ex- 
cessive bail was mere twaddle. Only 
the day before, a couple of men in Jus- 
tice Lockwood’s court, charged with 
stealing a couple of dogs, had been 
placed under $2000 bail each. 
Justice Lockwood interrupted with 
some statement at this point, but Mr. 


Hardesty remarked that this case was 


as serious as the larceny of the dogs, 
and concluded by asking that bail be 


fixed at $2000, and that the prisoner 


should be held in custody until he 
could examine his bondsmen. 
MR. STEPHENS IN REPLY. 

Mr. Hardesty’s remarks mere lia- 
tened to with the closest attention, 
and when he concluded C. C. Stephens, 
Esq., who had come in during the ar- 
gument, addressed the Court, urging 
that only a nominal bail be required, 
or that he be released on bis own recog- 
nizance, asa large amount might re- 
sult in the incarceration of Mr, Dam- 
ron. Mr. Stephens continued in his 
characteristic manner for some time, 
intimating that if matters got too bad 
a little strychnine might settle the 
whole matter. 

Mr. Hardesty replied that he was 
pot afraid of anything of this kind, 
when Mr. Stephens changed his 
tactics. He said that he had noticed 
in a paper—in fact, the leading news- 
2 of the city—an article contain- 
ng a vicious attack on the police 
courts, and a fulsome eulogy of Mr. 
Hardesty, which he believed was writ- 
ten for the purpose of influencing pub- 
lic sentiment, and bulldozing and in- 
timidating His Honor, and intimated 
that if the demand of the District At- 
torney was not complied with there 
would be another onslaught. He 
wound up with an intimation that the 
preescution was taking the nature of a 


persecution, and, inf 
cused Mr, Hardest 11 trying to make 


General, and said that Damron w 
stay by his friends. 
MR. HARDESTY 

briefly repudiated the insinuations of 
Mr. Stephens, and in reply to the argu- 
ment of counsel, delivered one of the 
most scathing rebukes ever beard in 
the courtroom, under which Damron 
visibly winced. He characterized all

ing that they had a sample of how 
Damron would stand by his friends 
when every name that he bad forged 
was that of a bosom friend.

only justice, and did not want to go to 
jail. Damronisa good speaker, and 
as he warmed tothe subject and real- 
ized that he was ®ghting, if not for bis 
life, for his liberty, he became really 
eloquent, and his reference to his fam- 
ily caused considerable emotion. 
Finally, when he broke out with: 1 
can’t give the bond, make the sum 
$50,000, if it is determined that I am 
to go to jail,” much feeling was man- 
ifested on the part of the spectators. 
FIXED AT $1500. 

When he had concluded, Justice 
Austin briefly replied, saying that he 
had taken the peculiar circumstances 
in consideration in the first two cases, 
and fixed the bail at a very low figure. 
On the third charge he was constrained 
to the belief that there was merit in 
the District Attorney’s demand, and 
bail was therefore fixed at $1500.

' STOLE BULLDOGS. 


A Couple of Young Men in an Ugly 
Predicament. 

Friday afternoon Detectives Auble 
and Bowler arrested John Vaughn and 
M. A. Long on warrants charging them 
with grand larceny. Vaughn is a drug 
clerk, and since the death of Mr. 
Aockerblum has been manager of the 
storeon Main street for the estate. 
Long was formerly janitor of the Bry- 
son-Bonebrake block. The complaints 
were sworn out by a man named 
Mason, Who charged Vaughn and 
Long with the larceny of four bulldogs, 
valued at $150. The men were taken 
before Justice Lockwood, when the ex- 
amination was set for Wednesday 
next, with bail fixed at $2000 
which was given. 

The case is a peculiar one. The 
dogs were stolen from Mason’s house, 
but he knowing something of the dog 
fanciers of the city, settled on Long as 
the man, and as Vaugbn was also 
known to have a weakness for bull- 
dogs, he was also suspected of knowing 
something of the whereabouts of the 
canines. The matter was reported at 
the station, when Bowler and Auble 
were detailed on the case. They soon 
located the stable where the team had 
been hired, and it was found that 
Vaughn bad ordered the rig and pai 
for it. Auble then called at the drug 
store, and asked Vaughn to give u 
the dogs, when he at first denied all 
knowledge of them. He finally ad- 
mitted that he knew where the dogs 
were, and, producing akey, turned it 
over to the officer, who found two of 
the animals in a barn in the rear 
of the store. Vaughn then admitted 
that he knew the dogs were stolen, but 
said that he did not want to give the 
man away who stole them. He denied 
all knowledge of the other two dogs, 
however, insisting that he knew noth- 
ing about them. Both Mason and the 
officers were convinced, however, that 
he was at least implicated to the ex- 
tent of having assisted in getting away 
with the dogs, and complaints were 
sworn out against both parties. 

Vaughn denies positively that he

THE ANGLO-FRENCH DISPUTE IN 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


A rather startling dispatch from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, was published | 
in Tux Toms yesterday, announcing 
that England had decided upon a 
formidable naval demonstration upon 
the “French shore” of Newfoundland. 
The question at issue in those parts is 
little understood by the average 
American, and a short glance at the 
situation is appropriate just now, 
especially as it is not at all improbable 
that the United States may be drawn 
into the dispute. 

The treaties of Itrecht and of Paris 
(1713 and 1783) conferred, or rather 
maintained, to France very extended 
rights of fishing on the western and 
northwestern shores of Newfoundland, 
this shore being known as The French 
Shore.“ During many years the exer- 
cise of these rights only raised tempo- 
rary difficulties in some lonely places, 
which were quickly adjusted by the 
spirit of impartiality which animated 
the two governments, and more s0 
by the sagacity and moderation of the 
commanders and officers of the 
two naval stations charged with 
keeping order in those regions. 

Recently relations have been less 
friendly and seem to become more and 
more strained. The principal points 
of grievance alleged by the inhabitants 
of Newfoundland are founded on the 
fact that the lobster fishing in these 
waters has greatly increased of late. 
The Newfoundlanders claim that the 
lobster is not a fish; that the treaty only 
authorized the fishing of flsh;“ that 
even by fish“ only codfish is meant, 
because the local idiom designates by 
fish the cod alone. It is added that 
the treaties do not allow the French 
fishers anything but a summary 
preparation of their ush (curing) and 
the erection for the purpose of tem- 
porary establishments only; but that it 


‘is contrary to the spirit and to the 


letter of these treaties to construct 
stationary buildings of importance, 
such as has been erected for the can- 
ning of lobsters, eto. 

These are the principal grievances. 
Otherwise the treaties are clear. It is 
impossible to deny to France the right 
of fisting and curing the codfish, but 
the whaler boats complain of the in- 
jury thereby caused them. They find 
themselves injured,in the first place, 
because of the impossibility of estab- 
lishing themselves at will upon the 
French shore; they denounce a state of 
things which inflicts a servitude upon 
an important portion of their territory. 
Again, they are dissatisfied with the 
foreign competition in their own 
waters. They maintain that France 
grants to her fishermen a premium, or 
drawback, which renders impossible 
any competition with them. They 
claim the abolition of this fiscal admin- 
istration. They have lately made an 
effort to get even with the French by 
adopting the famous bait law,” the 
purpose of which was, by prohibiting 
the sale to any French vessel of a spe- 
cial kind of fish, to be used as bait, 
known as boette,“ and which is taken 
upon the eastern and southern shore 
of the island (consequently not on the 
French shore,) and thereby to place 
them at a disadvantage. However. 
this measure is two-sided. It has seri- 
ously injured the interests of the bait 
fisheries of Newfoundland. 

Thus there are two kinds of demand, 
the one aiming at acts which are de- 
clared contrary to established rights, 
the other aiming at modifying treaties 
which are declared to be onerous and 
aggravated by the system of premiums. 
The excitement has risen to a high 
pitch. A recent change of party re- 
lations and in the composition of the 
Legislature has still more agitated the 
fishermen. 

In order to have a clear comprehen- 
sion of the attitude of England, we 
must not lose sight of the fact that 
there is now a serious movement in 
the island, although as yet a quiet 
one, to throw off the British yoke and 
become attached to the United States. 
This is without a doubt the menace 
sometimes thrown into the face of the 
English ministers, in order to bring 
them to an understanding. England is 
compelled to take these tendencies into 
consideration. 

Under these conditions England has 
commenced to agree with France upon 
a modus vivendi, which temporarily 
maintains the status quo. Of course, 
the French government has to take no 
stepsin the matter. Her rights are 
undeniable; they are acknowledged, 
for the greater part at least, by the 
Newfoundlanders themselves. France, 
therefore, sure of her right, has only 
to await the proposals which may be 
made to her. But this country’s duty 
is to carefully watch everything 
which may happen in our neighboring 
waters, for a infringements of 
France’s treaty rights will entitle us 
to the full benefit of the situation 
claimed by any other nation, Eugland 
not excluded. 


Dr. BEAUDONNET writes a letter to 
the editor of Tne Times, of which the 
following is a translation: 


There appeared in the Herald of the 16th 
acommunication to which I appended my 
signature Having only an _ imperfect 
acquaintance with the English language, I 
have not the pleasure of reading your paper, 
and I signed, with some of my countrymen, 
taking it for granted that you had entirely 
ignored our national féte. 1 have been led 
into an error and now, being better in- 
formed, I take pleasure, sir, in assuring 
you of the profound regret which I feel for 
the heedlessness and bastiness which I have 


shown in aspérsing your motives in this 
affair. 


E. Fleur, another signer of the card, 
concurs in the above. It appears that 
the respectable French citizens whose 
names are among those appended to 
the card were induced by interested 
persons to sign it under a misappre- 
hension of the facts of the case, and 
they feel very sore at having been thus 
duped.

Chinese advices give particulars of 
the loss of the steamship Tangtsze on 
Saddle Island, one of the Hieshan 
group, on June 13th. The vessel, 
which belonged to Siemssen & Co., left 
Hong Kong June llth for Shanghai 
with a cargo of baled yarn, opium and 
$100,000 in treasure, carrying also 
Capt. Tanningsen and twenty-eight 

ussengers and crew, seventy-eight 
souls all told. The vessel soon ran 
into @ thick bank of fog, which 
continued all day. About 5 o’clock 
breakers were seen ahead, but 


and she ran full ashore, staving in the 
bottom. Part of those on board suc- 
ceeded in landing that night, and others 
swam to land next morning. The cast- 
aways were well treated by the island- 
ers, and were taken off next morning 
by the steamship Oanfa. All the mails 
and a portion of the cargo was lost, but 
an effort is being made to save the re- 
mainder. The vessel is a total loss.

June 17th. The Portuguese and 
Chinese are in a disturbed state over 
tbe question of the boundary. line be- 
tween their possessions at Green 
Island. Several Chinese war junks 
anchored in Macao waters, but the 
Portuguese gunboat Rio Lima made 
them move to neutral waters. Com- 
missioner Hippisley, in charge of the 
Tappa station, is endeavoring to pacify 
the belligerents. 

Chinese papersstate that certain rich 
merchants of Tientsin have petitioned 
in favor of extensian of the Tientsin 
Railway to Tung Chow, — to 
subscribe the necessary capital. It is 
also thought certain financial facilities, 
if granted the existing railway, will 
enable it to extend the line northward 
to Shanghai and Kwam. The project 
is favored by the government for fron- 
teir defense purposes. 

A disastrous fire occurred in Tokio, 
Japan, June 2ist, destroying about one 
thousand houses and rendering many 
people destitute. 

In the United States Consular Court 
at Kobe, Japan, John Riley and Henry 
Green were sentenced June 25th to 
five years’ imprisonment for setting fire 
tothe American ship John Currier, 
June 10th, which fire was extinguished 
in time to save the lives of twenty- 
four persons. 

A collision between the steamers of 
the Osaka Merchant Steamship Com- 
pany and Yamamoto Company at 
Jizorki, June 20th, resulted in the loss 
of the latter company’s vessel and 
fourteen lives.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) July 19.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate. — Mr. 
Frye, from the select committee on 
Pacific railroads, reported back the 
Senate bill authorizing the Secretary 
of the Treasury to settle the indebt- 
ness tothe Government of the Sioux 
City and Pacific Railroad. To the 
calendar. 

The Senate resumed consideration of 
the Sundry Civil Bill. 


Among the amendments reported by 
the Committe on Appropriations and 
agreed to by the Senate, was the fol- 
lowing: Increasing the appropriation 
for the construction of buildings and 
enlargement of military posts from 
$650,000 to $800,000. 

An amendment to add to the appro- 
priation of $400,000 for artificial limbs. 
or commutation therefore, the wor 
“and in cases of commutation the 
money shall be paid directly to the 
soldier, sailor or marine, and no fee or 
compensation shall be allowed or paid 
to any agent or attorney,“ was made 
the text of a statement by Mr. Cockrell 
to the effect that it had been the prac- 
tice of various departments not to in- 
form creditors of the fact that money 
is due them, and thatthe practice en- 
couraged an increase of claim agents.

REGULAR MEETING OF COUNCIL. 


Mr. Ridges Embarrasses Judge Van 
Doren — Mortimer Plant De- 
parts—Democratic Prima-~ 
ries—Brevities. 


A regular meeting of the City Coun- 


oil was held yesterday morning at 9:30 


o’clock. In the absence of President 
Lukens, Trustee Simpson presided. 
The other trustees were present. 

The minutes of the meeting of July 
12th were read and approved. 

On motion action on the ordinance 
providing for the better protection of 
the people from the spread of ‘conta- 
gious and infectious diseases was post- 
poned one week. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys 
recommended that the -petilion of 
Messrs. Daggett and others for chang- 
ing the south line of a part of Colum- 
bia street be granted, and that the 
City Engineer be instructed to define 
the new line. On motion the recom- 
mendations were adopted. 

A petition signed by Rev. A. Cullen 
was read, asking that the City Engi- 
neer be instructed to set grade stakes 
on the sidewalk in front of the lot on 
the northeast corner of Pasadena ave- 
nue and Bellefontaine street, so that 
the sidewalk can be graded. The peti- 
tion was referred back to the writer, 
whom the Clerk was instructed to 
notify that the work must be done at 
private expense. 

F. F. Thorp applied for permission 
to move a seven-room house trom Cam- 
den street to Elevado drive, near Or- 
ange Grove avenue. The permission 
was granted, the work to be done 
under the supervision of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

A communication was read from A. 
8. Turbett, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, stating that Art Hayes, driver 
of the hose cart, had been sus- 
pended on July 15th for neglect 
of duty, and recommending that the 
telephone be removed from the engine- 
house, as being of no practical benefit 
and a useless expense. The board was 
also asked toconsider the resignation 
of G. A. Gréeley as assistant chief of 
the department, the same to go into 
effect August Ist. The matter of Art 
Hayes’s suspension was referred to the 
Committee on Fire and Water for ex- 
amination.

A STUDENT OF MATTHEW. 


Mr. Ridges Is Content with a Scrip- 
tural Style of Justice. 
William Brryman Ridges walked into 
Judge Van Doren’s courtroom Friday 
morning and made application for a 
change of venue in the suit brought 
against him by Miss Lulu Chapin for 
$71.50, alleged to be due her for ser- 
vices in the defendant’s household. 
The suit has been pending for some 
time, and to secure payment of the 
mo ney the plaintiff has held legal pos- 
session of Mr. Ridges’s buggy through 
the efficiency of a writof attachment. 
Prior to making the application Mr. 
Ridges asked permission of the Court 
to offer prayer, which was granted. 
This operation having been completed 
with due solemnity, Judge Van Doren 
ventured to inquire what reasons 
prompted the application for a change 
of venue. Mr. Ridges frankly stated 
that His Honor, beiug a young and un- 
married man, and the plaintiff a young 
and unmarried woman, and prepossess- 
ing as well, he feared this combination 
of circumstances would do him (the de- 
fendant) up, so to speak, no matter 
how strong his case. The Judge was 
painfully embarrassed foratime. After 
recovering his composure and being 
deeply impressed with the force of Mr. 
Ridges’s arguments, he granted the 
desired change, agreeing to allow 
Judge Vanderlip of manda Park to 
try the case, whereupon Mr. Ridges 
went on his way rejoicing. The case 
had been set for 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, but was accordingly postponed. 
Yesterday morning the defendant 
again appeared in the courtroom. The 
formality of a prayer was dispensed 
with, and without even singing a 
bymn Mr. Ridges abruptly stated that 


the Judge’s attention to the words as 
recorded in Matthew, v:40, which read: 
“If any man will sue thee at the law 
and take away thy coat, let him have 
thy cloak also.“ This, Mr. Ridges lu- 
timated, was good enough justice for 
him, and if the plaintiff wanted the 
buggy she might have it, whip and 
blanket thrown in.

Two Letters from Exiles in 
Siberia. 


NEW LIGHT ON PRISON CRIMES. 


The Long Road Across Siberia—A 
Letter from the Prison in Oust- 
Kara and One from 
Verhollensk.

It is my pleasure to supply the de- 
mand for information regarding 
Siberian prisons by placing before my 
readers two letters, written by women 
exiled in Siberia, which I recently ro- 
ceived. These letters present a timely 
addition to what became recently 
known concerning Siberia, and an in- 
terest the greater, in that, to my be- 
lief, they are the only ones of the kind 
that ever reached America. 

They will argue with the readers the 
subject of Russian Nihilism and im- 
perial despotism in a way and with an 
impartiality of which I am not capa- 
ble; for, while I, as an interested 
party, might not be absolutely im- 
* as I might view the facts in a 

ight to suit the interests of Nihilists, 

of whom I am one; yet, the letters 
from Siberia do not place their authors 
at such a disadvantage. They were 
written to the friends and relatives of 
the exiled women, and with a tenor 
that leaves no doubtin their genuine- 
ness and sincerity.

The other letter bears the date of 
Verholiensk, a settlement on the River 
Lena, in Eastern Siberia. Its author, 
also a woman, and but three years 
older than her fellow-sufferer, is un 
dergoing a sentence of twenty years 
at hard labor. She signed it witha 
fictitious name of V. Alexandrova, by 
which she is known only to her friends. 

Before I give the contents of the 
Siberian messages I must tell how they 
reached me, when were they written, 
and to give at least a few facts de- 
scriptive of the country. 

Eastward from St. Petersburg for 
nearly five thousand miles the great 
Siberia highway runs across the bound- 
less prairies of European and Asiatic 
Russia, to the lake of Baikal on the 
western border of the Transbaikal 
province of Siberia; and only one com- 

atively insignificant range of Ural 


_ Mountains—the dividing line between 


Europe and Asia—disturbs the level 

of the vast domain of the Czar. This 

is the road by which the exiled Nihil- 

ists are conveyed under heavy guard 

to their destination in the province of 
ausbaikal.

8 to reach the city of La Kontik, 
o capital of the province. Likewise, 
it takes two, three, and even more 
8 for a letter of a Nihilist located 
n the 2 to reach Europe; for 
the safety of the exiles and their 
friends and relations demand that they 
should be forwarded not by mail, in 
which case they are exposed to the 
scrutiny of the unscrupulous Russian 
Officials, but through unoflicial chan- 
nels, which, although slow, present a 
ater safety. Such was the way the 
etters came tome. On their way they 
changed many hands before they could 
be intrusted tothe safe hands of the 
British and United States mail. They 
traveled for over three years; as the 
date upon them—August 28, 1886— 
proves; and yet they possess the fresh- 
ness of the latest news. The readers 
will undoubtedly remember that all the 
recent cable news of which I spoke be- 
fore, pertained to events in Siberia 
which occurred also three years ago. 
Leaving Lake Balikal behind, the 
exiled Nihilists continued their ex- 
hausting journey further eastward. 
On the road they meet the smal! towns 
of Tchita, Nerchinsk, and, finally, 
Szetensk, where they embark on board 


a steamer whic takes them 
u Shilka, River to Oust- 
nal settlement with 


a number of prisoners. Fifteen versts 
(about nine miles) further east another 
convict settlement—the Lower Kara— 
met. Here 


prison’ was erected in 1877, the female 

— prison being located at Oust- 

ra. 

Still further east, right to the shores 
of the Pacific and off the mainland on 
the island of Sahalin, and for thou- 
sands of miles north of Amoor River, 
in the Arctic and silo-Arctic regions of 
Eastern ‘Siberia, a dozen other insig- 
nificant settlements or urta“ of the 
nomadic Mongolian tribe of Jaconter 
are scattered here and theres There 
the Nihilists who finished théir term of 


Lower Kazas are deported to Ver- 
holiensk in one of these settlements. 


It was the lot of my good and unfor- 
tunate friend, Biborgal, to be the * 
neer exile in the Lower Kara. This 
was in 1878. Soon after other Nihilist 
exiles followed him until ju 1882 there 
were over one hundred male and ten 
female located on both Karas. Today 
their number is many hundreds. 

They were all young and educated 
men and women, who participated in 
the events of 1877-1881—the period of 
the greatest activity ofthe Nihilists; a 
er od during which thousands of 

ihilists, like silent shadows, moment- 
arily appeared on the field of battle, 
with Russian despotism cast their lot 
and as suddenly disappeared mortally 
wounded, and since which not one of 
them remains free but my humble self, 
and but few are alive to be found in 
the wilderness of Siberia. 

Until 1882 the life of political exiles 
on the two Karas was, comparatively 
speaking, bearable, inasmuch as, like 
their neighbors, the criminal exiles, 
they had to workin the near-by gold 
mines, which are the personal property 
of the Russian Czar. Hard as their 
work was,it supplied the necessar 
2 exercise so vital in the condi- 
ion of men and women for years con- 
fined in the narrow wards of prison s. 


In 1882 Count Louis Melikoff became 
a Minister of the Interior. He had 
the reputation of a man of liberal 
tendencies, and great hopes were 
placed in him by all Russia, not ex- 
cepting the exiled Nihilists. The first 
move of the new Minister tended onl 
to strengthen his ee 
noise much parading he released 
many Nihilists from prisons of Euro- 

an Russia, and issued orders effect- 
ng substantial improvements in the 
condition of Siberian exiles. How- 
ever, a second secret series of orders 
was simultaneously dispatched to the 
Governors of the various Siberian prov- 
inces, which directed them not to 
mind tbe first orders, but, on the con- 
trary, to tighten the noose on the 
throat of the politicals.“ To effect 
this, the Governors were to absolutely 
prohibit the exiles all communication 
with the outside world, with their 
fathers and mothers, wives and hbus- 
bands; to forbid. their accepting any 
food, clothing and other helps from 
sources other than prison administra- 
tion; to forbid them the use of books 
and writing material; to abolish their 
labor in the mines, and to keep them 
forever under l 


Slow starvation stared in the face of 
the politicals, for the prison food was 
unwholesome and insufficient. But 
let my friends in Siberian prisons 
speak for themselves: . 


OusT-KaRA, Aug. 28, 1886. 
My dear friend: Since the order of 
Loris Melikoff began to be enforced our 
situation became actually desperate, so 
much so that Radin, our friend at Lower 
Kara, took his life by poisoning; Simonof- 
sky followed him and Mary Kovalsky be- 
came hopelessly demented. She is with us, 
however, and the ceaseless maniacal cries 
and the distortions of the face of our de- 
mented friend fairly bid us all to lose our 
reason. The secret order, moreover, 
affected our situation in more than one way 
—it left us without the aid of our friends 
and relations, while the prison food is ut- 
terly unwholesome and insufficient. Al- 
ready acute and chronic catarrh and scurvy 
are common to all of us, | 

Our daily labors consist of cleaning the 
prison wards, scrubbing, wasbing, sewing 
and cooking, and once each day we are 
unlocked for half an hour. We go to the 
and, passing between two 
ines of soldiers, we reach a woodyard. 
Here we load ourselves with firewood and 
return to prison. The treatment accorded 
to us by the prison officials is rough and 
insulting. From the commandant down to 
warder and his assistants—all the officials 
look for an excuse to strike a blow or to 
curse in a way I can not repeat. Four 
years am I here confined, yet I am unable 
to harden my nerves and to get used to the 
abuse without the deepest emotion. To 
give you an example of the abuse let me 
narrate to you an occurrence of an average 


mper: 

‘The day before last Mary 
(demented) and Armfeldt were es 
the bathhouse. On their way they halted 
in front of the storehouse, requesting the 
permission of their guard to get some 
clean clothing—they had the permis- 
sion of the commandant procured be- 
forehand. “Forward, march!” com- 
manded the guard-officer in reply to 
their request. But!“ exclaimed Arm- 
feldt, “the commandant— At this mo- 
ment a blow from a soldier knocked her

Overcome with fear and 
emotion she fell tothe ground, beating her 
head against the walls and screaming. it 
seems as if all of us 0 , 

There are punishments prescribed by the 
code of the prison rules for eve fling 
offense; but this is not enough for them, 
and we are hourly subjected to insult@and 

unishments for no offense at all. Theso!- 

lers are ordered to treat us insultingly, and 
for every instance of their not having acted 
with appropriate brutality they are severely 
geatened. Here is an instante: A few 

aysago when, loaded with firewood, we 
were returning to the prison, the command 
ant ordered the soldiers to drag“ us. 
What caused him to act this way we cannot 
understand. He meant what ordered, 
while the soldiers interpreted his command 
ina more liberal way. How could they 
understand him otherwise! We meant no 
resistance, committed no of ente, and were 
actively going in the direction in whieh we 
were to be dragged. So the soldiers were 
content with pushing forward one or the 
other and striking an occasional blow. 
They paid dearly for their insubordination ; 
the court- sentenced them to impris- 
onment. 

Six long years of prison life a yet before 
me; six years of unbearable m and 
bodily suffering. God knows if I shall sur- 
vive them and once more see the light of 
freedom. All my past, my father’s home, 
my family and friends with their tender 
love and attention: all joys and happiness 
of pest years—all this seems like a dréaw 
before the coarse reality. Dreams were my 
delight duriog the first years of my exile 
cheered me, kept up my courage, my hope. 
warmed up my mind and heart. Now even 
the pleasure of dreaming is gone, and apart 
from bayonets, soldiers and commands my 
diseased brain can create nothing better. 

Few words more concerning our mutual 
friends. Misses Kousenkova and Leshern 
von Herzfeldt are here undergoing life sen- 
tences; Misses Kovalsky (demented) and 
Armfeldt got fourteen years of hard labor 
each; Koutidonskala and Savandovi 
four years; Levenzon, eight years, an 
Shihter, six years, of hard labor. Shibter 
is rapidly sinking; would not live to 
the new year. As to myself, a skeleton 
enveloped in a skin, this is how I look to 
— friends. My hope is vanishing; great 
effort is needed to keep up my courage and 
a desire to live. For God’s sake write me, 
tell me a word of sympathy, wake me op 
from the state of mental lethargy whi 
drags me to my grave. ° 

VERHOLIENSK, Aug. 28, 

My dear friend; It is now over a year 
since I wrote you my last, and although 
material to write you was not wanting 1 
kept silent; what could I tell you? To 
speak of myself, my suffering and sorrows, 
is to cause sorrow to you, whuge happiness 
is dear tome. ‘Therefore, I shall not speak 
of myself; let me, instead, acquaint you 
with the country, whence [send you my 
love and this message. 

Kouznetzoff writes from  Bologansk 
(about one hundred and twenty miles from 
the town of Jakontsk) settlement: The 
Jakontes, among whom he with some other 
of our friends live, are a fred 
hospitable — ut primitive in their 
mode of living and utterly filthy in their

His present home is one of the Jakont 
urtas. There is no floor in it to speak of; 
mud takes the piace of boards. A fireplace 
without a chimney emits clouds of smoke, 
which fills the house and finds its way out 
as best as it can through holes in the roo 
and walls. The principal source of warm- 
ing the house is, however, furnished by the 
cows, of whom there are thirty. They im- 
pregnate the em pa inside with such 
a stench as makes life not worth living, ex- 
cept to Jakonets. Food supply is another 
of the dilemmas hard to solve. Although 
cattle are plentiful, meat is not procurable 
upon their scanty allowance from the gov- 
ernment—nine roubles (about three dollars 
and fifty cents) per month. Salt is to be 
got only on rare occasions and at enormous 
prices. In a word, the allowance is barely 
enough to buy bread with. 
Let me tell you now a few facts - 
ing Middle Colima settlements. 1 take 
them from a letter by our friend Alexis 
Artasionoff. In spite of ail his appeals to 
the authorities in Irkoutwsk to postpone his 
de ure thither until next spring, he was 
taken from prison, and under guard of two 
Jakont cossacks driven to his destination. 
The journey lasted three months. A 
variety of vehicles were employed in this 
eventful travel of our friend. First wheeled 
trucks drawn by ho then ‘‘narty’—a 
narrow sleigh for one man, drawn by rein- 
eer. ‘Then he rode on horseback, tram 
on foot, aud sailed lu a boat. Two thousand 
versts (one mile equals one and a half 
versts) of the wilderness were tra- 
ve in sleighs drawn by reindeer. 
Four mountain ranges were ascended 
and left behind. A glacier 
versts wide was met and crossed through a 
furious snow blizzard and many rivers filled 
with broken-up ice were forded. The re- 
maining five hundred versts were made al- 
most entirely in a rowboat through a suc- 
cession of immense lakes and flooded 
marshes. ‘This is the kingdom of sable and 
silver fox; dogs are the only domestic 
animals of the natives; the forests are thin 
and low, and the frozen. 
As to the Middle Colima itseif, it is a heap 
of dirt, for ten months in the year hidden 
under twelve feet of snow. 
This is all 1 can tell you, my dear friend; 
and no better picture is needed to under- 
stand our situation.

Swirling Terrors. 


ARE THEY ELECTRICAL FREAKS? 


Suggestion of a Means of Prevention 
-A Cyclone Tower—Prof. 
‘Tice’s Theory—Plan- 
etary Influences. 


During the past five months has oc- 
curred in the United States—princi- 
pally in the great basin of the Missis- 
sippi—the most astounding and terri- 
tying succession of cyclones, hurricanes 
and electrical storms ever known in 
the history of the country. Before 
such inscrutable convulsions of nature 
men stand in dumb amazement and 
feel that they are simply in the hands 
of Fate. Through all the section 
which has been subject to this devasta- 
tion there is a feeling of dread and un- 
certainty which amounts to terrorism. 
The appearance of storm indications— 
a falling barometer, a dark cloud inthe 
sky—is sufficient to drive men skurry- 
ing home from their business, and fam- 
ilies cowering to their cellars and un- 
derground caves. What the final 
outcome of this state of affairs 
may be—whether the wrath of 
the elements will be visited upon 
the unfortunate people until their 
farms and cities are laid waste and 
they are driven from their homes—or 
whether the cycle of devastating 
storms will shortly pass away, leaving 
the country to enjoy smiling prosperity 
again, cannot be predicted accurately 
by human intelligence.

epochs. Whether the present period 
of cyclones is the beginning of such an 
epoch, and whether the old creation is 
to be swept off to make room in wons 
of evolution for a new order of life is 
at least an interesting thought and not 
entirely impersonal. 
IS THERE A PREVENTION? 

But we can at least face the situa- 
tion philosophically and, “‘with a heart 
for any fate,“ study the forces which 
have been playing svch havoc with 
things terrestrial and devise the best 
methods of averting or escaping the 
dangers. 

Time was when- the inhabitants 
éarth looked upon the lightnings that 
darted through the sky with far more 
superstitious awe than we now regard 
the cyclonee With the ancients, the 
thunder was the voice of Jupiter and 
the lightning was his javelin thrown 
from on high. With more modern peo- 
ples the thunderbolt was the direct 
agency of God by which He visited His 
wrath on His enemies; and impressed 
poor mortals with His importance. To 
a people thus superstitiously blinded, 
the suggestion of a mechanical device 
by which the thunderbolt could be 
robbed of its terrors and the 
mysterious destructive element 
conducted harmlessly into the ground, 
would bave been received as rank im- 
piety worthy of the lash or the stake. 

ven to an enlightened and liberal- 
minded people the suggestion of the 
lightging-rod came first as the most 
chimerical and ridiculous of proposi- 
tions. But the lightning-rod is now a 
sober-minded reality. 

It is no more chimerical today to 
say that science may yet devise a pro- 
tection from cyclones, waterspouts 
and kindred storms than it was in the 
days of Franklin to predict the success 
of the lightning-rod. Indeed, the 
more we study the phenomena of 
cyclones the more we are impressed 
with their similarity to other electric- 
al manifestations, and therein the 
remedy or protection is already more 
than half suggested. : 

PROF. TICE’S THEORY. 

To the late Prof. John H. Tice of 
St. Louis meteorology is more in- 
debted than to any other individual 
for original research as to the causes 
and phenomena of cyclones. He was 
a man of great originality, a persistent 
investigator, and one who had the in- 
dependence to proclaim his theories, 
when well substantiated, whether they 
agreed with the old school of thought 
or not. Prof. Tice's theory of the ori- 
gin of storms is thus set forth: 

Electricity undoubtedly is the cause of all 
atmospheric phenomena. ‘The atmosphere, 
like the ocean, is never at rest. It has par- 
oxysms of violent agitations, alternating 
with periods of comparative re The 
cause of these variations in energy of aérial 
movements is the variation in electric ten- 
sion on the earth andin the atmosphere, 


between two insulated substances in op- 
posite states. In order to understand the 
why and wherefore of all aérial 
movements, it is — to bear in miud 
this essential condition for electrical dis- 
charges to take place; and, moreover, it is 
necessary to have a clear conception of two 
fundamentrl principles in electrie science, 
namely, that there are but two modes of 
ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION. 

(1.) Where matter is continuous, dy 
transmission through the continuous mat- 
ter; (2) where matter is discontinuous, by 
transference of the electricity upon free 
matter passing between disconnected 


Ants. 

The earth being a continuous matter or 
substance, and all its strata having con- 
ductive capacity, but in varying degrees.

A POSSIBLE PREVENTION. 

If, as Prof. Tice infers, the cyclone 
is the result of electric agencies in a 
desperate struggle to establish an 
equilibrium between the earth and the 
clouds, the thought suggests itself that 
some agency of man might aid the 
interchange or dissipate the electric 
forces before they accumulate to a dun- 
gerous extent. A tall tower of metal, 
for example, like the E. ffel 
tower, which would facilitate elec- 
trical communication between the 
earth and the upper air, 
might be such an ney. The 
idea is worthy of careful considera- 
tion. A bolt of lightning which is 
precipitated from an overhanging 
cloud rides safely down a metal con- 
ductor and disappears in the earth, 
where the force is dissipated by meet- 
ing its equal of opposite electricity. 
It the cyclone be the converse of the 
thunderbolt—a charge of surplus elec- 
tricity rising from the earth to the 
cloudJ—why should it not find gafe 
transportation on a similar metal con- 
ductor? If it is a dynamic charge 
from cloud to earth it is not essentially.

ALL ONE STORM FAMILY. 
The cyclone on the land, the water- 
spout on the water, the cloudburst in 
the mountain, are no doubt manifesta- 
tions of the same force and shoul 
rated as belonging to the same family 
ofstorms. The only difference is that 
the swirling column of electricity and 
atmosphere which gathers up sticks, 
stones, dust and what not on land, 
gathers up water as it crosses a stream 
or traverses a lake or ocean.

It the dynamic charge were forced 
to pass through strata offering more or 
less resistance, then might be telt the 
ftremmor of an earthquake along its 
‘route; but its progress would be suf- 
4 fidiently: delayed to prevent disastrous 
results at the other end. On the other 
‘hahd, if it slides off on a good con- 
‘ductor, it creates no earthquake, but 
its ready accumulation in the interior 
of the country is the cause of disaster. 
Bear in mind that the accumulation 
is first due to a static charge of elec- 
tricity in a cloud, and that when such 
a cloud hovers over the land it induces 
the collection of an equal charge of 
opposite electricity in the earth be- 
neath. These two charges would 
naturally rush together, but being sepa- 
rated by a stratum of atmosphere 
which is practically an insulator, there 
is no medium by which they can com- 
municate. However, the process of 
induction goes on, and the greater the 
charge in the sky the greater the 
counter-charge in the earth, and vice 
versa. They are mutually augment- 
ingeach other, and the longer their 
meeting and consequent neutraliza- 
tion is delayed, the more terrific will 
be the convulsion in the atmosphere 
when they do finally break through 
that barrier. 


A8 TO THE GREAT FIRST CAUSE 
of all electrical disturbances, scientists 
are pretty generally coming to 
the conclusion that they are ref- 
erable to or allied with the prodigious 
sun spots which recur periodically. 
This topic was very thoroughly dis- 
cussed in a series of articles by Prof.
